STEVENSON IN BIRMINGHAM. 


The General Makes a Fine Speech and Is 
Given a Reception. 
Birmingham, Ala., October 18.—General 


Stevenson's visit to birmingham was mark- | 
ed by perfect order and great enthusiasm. | 


Several thousand people came from other 
parts of the county and state and working- 
men were notably numerous in the crowd 
that filled the grand stand at the fair 
grounds. A procession, composed of & dozen 
local democtatic clubs, county ang city of- 
ficials, and prominent visitors, formed at 10 
o'clock and escorted the general to the 
gxounds several miles out. The crowd is 
estimated at six or seven thousand, all of 
whom were abundantly fed at the barvecue 
which followed the speaking. 

General Stevenson’s speech was largely 
devoted to the tariff and addressed chiefiy 
to the workingmen. When he denounced 
the force bill as a scheme to turn the elec- 
tions over to the officials, not one of whom 
would be elected by the people, he provoked 
the greatest demonstration of applause. 
He contrasted the economy and surplus 
of Cleveland’s administration with the ex- 
peuditures and empty treasury of the pres- 
ent one, and in his tribute to Cleveland 
read Chauncey Depew’s tribute to the ex- 
president. 

At this the crowd went wild and the 
band — “Dixie.”’ 

lion. James Ewing followed General 
Stevenson, and among other things said 
he had no douht that the south would 
come up solid in November. 

In the afternoon General Stevenson held 
a receptioi at the Caldwell house, attended 
by many ladies. 

At night organized labor clubs took charge 
of him and gave him a reception where 
over a thonsand wage earners were present. 

At midnight General Stevenson left for 
Decatur, where he will speak tomorrow. 
He will close his campaign in Alabama at 
Eluntsville tomorrow night. 


WHITCLAW’S CAMPAIGN DOCUMENT. 


He Wastes Five Thousand Words in Accept- 
fing an Empty Honor. 


New York, October 18.—(Special.)— 
Whitelaw Reid's letter of acceptance, ad- 
dressed to the chairman of the republican 
notification committee, ig made public to- 
night. It is about five thousand words in 
begins by saying “When. the 
nomination with which the fiational con- 
‘vention has honored me, was formally an- 
nounced by your committee, I accepted it 
at once. In doing so 1 accepted also the 
principles set forth in the resolutions 
adopted by the convention as the basis 
of my appeal to popular suffrage.

NOW WHERE IS BOSS? | 


A Yery Strange Disappearance Re- 
ported from Greenesboro. 
MUCH LIKE THE MARIETTA STORY. 


If He Has Been Killed There Will 
Be a Lynching. 


DID MRS, LAWSON KILL HER HUSBAND P 


Nashville Furnishes a Big Sensation and 
Chester Has Ancther—A Brunswick 
Brewer’s Jump. 


Greenesboro, Ga., October 18.—(Special.) 
The citizens are much stirred up over the 
mysterious disappearance of Mr. Boss, 
who has been living in Greenesboro for sev- 
eral months past. 

Mr. Boss came here from Augusta 4s 
a contractor and was building a residence 
for Mr. John Palmer. The house was al- 
most completed. 

Last Sunday morning before breakfast 
he dressed himself and told his son some 
one had sent for him. He left the board- 
ing house and that is the last seen of him. 

Nothing particular was thought of~‘his 
absence until Sunday evening, and when 
supper time came and he failed to’ return 
his son became uneasy and began to in- 
stitute inquiries concerning him. No clue 
could be obtained as to where he had 
gone and when Monday morning arrived 
and Mr. Boss still failed to return the 
whole city became interested and a general 
search was instituted. 

There was no reason for believing that 
he had Red ch stayed away. ~©He is 
said to be an upright man and during his 
stay in Greenesboro he had conducted him- 
self so as to gain the respect of our people. 
When it became known that he had some 
money on his person fears were entertained 
that he had been enticed away and mur- 
dered. 

The efforts to secure a clue were redou- 
bled. Late yesterday evening it was as- 
certained’ that a negre boy about Greenes- 
boro had also disappeared. Following up 
this clue resulted in the arrest of two well- 
known negro men, Gus and Manuel Grimes, 
Jr., charged with murder. 

From what can be learned the wife of 
John Branan, the negro boy who has dis- 
appeared, made known that her husband 
came home Sunday evening saying that he, 
Gus Grimes and Manuel Grimes had been 
burying an old man who had been killed 
by the cars. After telling this story he 
left, and upon this theory the two negroes 
were arrested and put.in jail and the police 
of the cities notified to look out for Branan. 

Great excitement prevails. Thé country 
about Greenesboro is: being scoured for the 
body of the supposed murdered man. ‘The 
liminary Kearmg of the two Grimes ne- 
groes will be heard tomorrow. If the 
body of Mr. Boss is found and the circum- 
stances accumulate against the accused, 
they will be in a dangerous position. ‘The 
people are greatly worked up over the mys- 
tery and if it turns out that a murder has 
been committed, open threats have been 
made of summary punishment.

Inquiry was made about War- 
ren’s money, clothjng and watch and the wo- 
man said he had spent the money and that she 
had sold the watch to secure money to brin 
his body home. His friends were not satisfi 
with the explanation and as a result Mrs. Law- 
son slept in jail and is charged with murder 
and larceny.

Martin Kennedy, After Excessive Drinking, 
Swallows Morphine. 


Martin Kennedy, a white man about thir- 
ty years old, tried to put an end to a life 
that had been made miserable by drink 
with morphine last night. hennedy is a 
heavy drinker, frequently drinking to ex- 
cess.

$600,000 Capital.

The Lanett Cotton Mills Organized—An-

West Point, Ga., October 18.—(Special.) 
West Point is to have a new six-hundred- 
thousand-dollar cotton mill. Mr. L. La- 
nier, the well-known financier who is presi- 
dent of the new milling company, has ae 
lected West Point as the best site, and his 
decision has created a great deal of enthu- 
siasm here.

The building will be 
400x100 feet, four stories high, and will 
require a one-thousand horse power engine 
to run it. The yearly consumption of cot- 
ton will be about 12,000 bales. 

The stock of this company is largely 
owned by the West Point Manufacturing 
Company stockholders and the management 
of this company’s affairs as well as the 
West Point Manufacturing and the Gale- 
ton cotton mills, will be in the hands of 
Messrs. W. C. and L. Lanier, This is suff- 
cient to insure the. success of the new 
venture.

University Athletics. 

We print elsewhere a letter from the 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the University Athletic Association, 
thanking The Constitution for its remarks 
and suggestions in regard to athletic 
sports,in southern colleges. 

letter gives us an opportunity to 
repeat here what we have said before— 
namrely, that the petition of the students 
of the university praying that the ques- 
tion of athletic sports—especially with 
respect to interstate and intercollegiate 
contests—be left to the discretion of the 
faculty. We think that this is a matter 
which the board of trustees should take 
into consideration as promptly as possi- 
ble. We think it would be to the inter- 
ests of the university—whether we take 
a broad or narrow view of the subject—if 
the whole question of athletic sports were 
left to the wise discretion of tlre faculty; 
not only to the end that the students 
may be satisfied, and therefore benefited, 
but to the end that the faculty may be 
permitted to employ the privilege as a 
pleasant incentive to study and as an aid 
to discipline. 

We have no idea that the trustees are 
in any doubt as to the ability of the 
faculty to deal with this question of 
intercollegiate and interstate athletic con- 
tests with the discretion that is necessary. 
It is certain, nevertheless, that an import- 
ant matter, pertaining to the discipline of 
the university, has been taken entirely 
out of the faculty’s hands, and the result 
is a feeling of dissatisfaction and irrita- 
tion om the part of the students that may 
turn out to be more demoralizing than a 
riotous round of interstate contests would 
be. 

Whatever cripples or destroys the true 
college spirit is bound. to hurt the uni- 
versity at a vital point. It is one of 
the functions of athletic sports (under 
reasonable restrictions) to build up and 
contribute to this spirit, and this is the 
secret of the wonderful success of those 
institutions of the north which have fos- 
tered and encouraged not only intercolle- 
giate, but interstate contests. In those 
institutions, athletic sports are made a 
definite part of the university system, 
and while there has seemed to be, at 
times, a tendency to carry this branch 
of education too far, nobody can safely 
say that it ever has been carried too 
far. On the other hand it is well known 


that college sports have carried with ° 


them a popularity and produced a tone 
and spirit among the students which 
nothing else could do. The good fellow- 
ship arising from friendly competition 


and the development of loyalty to the | 


college colors reach further and go deeper 
than the physical education imparted to 
body and muscles, The tendency of col- 


| lege athletics is all away from the dissipa- 


tion which is too frequently a feature of 
college life, and to that extent they chal- 
lenge the attention of those who take a 
serious interest in the future of our young 
men,

sity. We think it is a bad rule, adopted 
without proper consideration, and that 
it is calculated to have a far worse effect 
on the morale of the students than a 
dozen interstate contests.

It 
might happen (as when a holiday falls on 
Friday) that an intercollegiate or even an 
ixrterstate contest in athletic sports could 
be undertaken without interfering with 
the routine studies of the university. This 
ts for the faculty to decide, and the mem- 
bers thereof ought surely to be invested 
with the proper authority. 

We hope that the board will see its 
way clear to reviewing and reconsidering 
the rigid and unnecessary rule which it 
has adopted. 


Piain Talk from Mr. Ingalls. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls does not mince his 
words.

Undoubtedly there are 
many poets who can fill tlie office as far as 
the assumption of the title is concerned and 
who may write as well perhaps as the 
average “scribbler,” who has worn the leaf 
of royal favor, but who is worthy in point 
of genius and the purity of undefiled thought 
to’ be the successor of England’s lamented 
bard? It almost looks like egotism for any 
man to aspire to such a mantle as that 
which was worn by the author of “Locks- 
ley Hall,” and the sorrowful eulogist of 
Arthur Hallam. There is not a man in 
England, gent or peasant, who is able to 
renew the honor of that office which was 
buried, for awhile at least, by the side of 
Robert Browning in Britain's royal abbey. 
No other minstrel who can sing of love and 
sorrow like the gentle psalmist of the Isle 
of Wight, or who can sustain to him a 


‘nearer kinship than that of “moonlight unto 


sunlight” or that of “water unto wine.”

Scarcely fifty years ago the laureateship 
of England was not an honor to be sought 
by merit, nor an office coveted by even the 
younger of the “tuneful craft.” So fre- 
quently had the sovereign erred in the mat- 
ter of his appointment, and allowed his fa- 
voritism to ignere the claims of merit, that 
talent ceased to care for recognition and 
genius was sickened by the paltry efforts 
that merely poetized the birthday of the 
crown. Sir Walter Scott politely declined 
the honor while Byron with even greater 
disdain refused to accept the proffered of- 
fice. Southey, in the early part of the cen- 
tury was prevailed upon to accept the po 
sition and by the dint o? pr@ent effort—for 
Soutiiey was not a poet of exceptional in- 
24} Suneadje ut pepesoons ey—uopejds 
office a few degrees and in giving it a kind 
of inoffensive respectability. Wordsworth, 
in 1843 succeeded to the vacant place of 
Southey, and being a man of greater genius 
“the sweet poet of nature,” succeeded in

and honor. But when Tennyson came to 
the office and began to write in that glow- 
ing style which the “world has associated 
with his pen, it, ceased to be an empty 
honor and became an office worthy of the 
purest inspiration. For ‘the first time in a 
century there are men in England who 
covet the vacant laureateship, and who 
blames them for aspiring to an office which, 
though far beyond their merits, is calculated 
to honor them in-spite of the paltry recom- 
pense which they can give it?

The Workingmen Called Out by Dodgers 
toan Artesian Well Meeting, W here 
They Listen to Speeches. 


: 


The workingmen of Atlanta have main- 
tained their record for conservatism. 

They refused last night to be led into en- 
dorsing a movement which has already 
been condemned by its own national offi- 
cers. They refused also to be wrouglit up 
by an untruthful and mischievous dodger 
circulated by certain evil disposed persons. 

Not only was the audience passive under 
the mistaken appeals made to prejudice, 
but two of the four speakers were 80 COl- 
servative as to effectually change the char- 
acter of the meeting and deprive it of the 
“wild and woolly” character intended by 
its projectors. 

The audience numbered probably three 
hundred—certainly not more. It was gath- 
ered closely around the artesian well plat- 
form, upon which was seated President 
Moore, of the Federation of Trades, with 
several others. As Mr. Moore grew wrathy 
about The Constitution, cheers from about 
twenty throats greeted him. The persons 
responsible for the cheers were scattered 
along the outer edge of the audience. The 
audience itself listened curiously but at 
no time, save one, joined in the demonstra- 
tion—when Mr. G. K. Woodward referred 
to the memory of Henry W. Grady. 

Mr. Moore opened by saying that he was 
engaged in a fight against monopoly. — 

“This strike,” said he, “has a political 
signification and its effect will be seen in 
the coming election. When Whitelaw Reid 
was nominated a few months ago The At 
lanta Constitution was chief among the 
howlers who brought out the point that the 
laboring men of the country would bury the 
ticket. It is now our duty under the 
changed circumstances, my friends, to 
bury The Atlanta Constitution. (Laughter 
and cheers.) I desire before I sit down 
to submit on my own responsibility, and not 
in my official capacity, this proposition: 
Let the business men of the city come to- 
gether and sign a petition calling upon The 
Constitution to arbitrate this matter or 
their patronage and support will be with- 
drawn. i a 

The proposition, however, failed to meet 
with any enthusiasm and with that the 
speaker concluded his remarks. 

Conductor Vining Follows. 

The next speaker was Mr. D. M. Vining. 
He was introduced as a laboring man and 
a railroad conductor. 

“IT came to Atlanta,” said he, “in 1859. 
I have watched her fall and her resurrec- 
tion. 1 have watched every uprising and 
have noticed the growth of her different 
organizations, but the greatest up- 
rising and the _ greatest movement 
I have yet observed is that of her labor 
organizations. (Applause.) They are not 
disturbers of the peace nor is their object 
to breed and foster discontent in our city. 
They are only intended to benefit their mem- 
bers and to secure for them their just 
rights as between man and man. 

“The purpose for which our organizations 
were established was to raise and elevate 
the classes and they have certainly accom- 
plished that purpose. I grant you we have 
made mistakes and who has not? But is 
that any reason why we should not exist 
as an organization? How can we assert 
our rights except by a union of strength? 
Atlanta has a greater percentage of work- 
ing people than any city in the south. They 
are interested in the growth and advance- 
ment of the city, and all they want is jus- 
tice and a proper recognition. It is not 
our desire to subtract from any man’s cap- 
ital, but we do expect just compensation for 
our work performed. All we ask of cap- 
ital is to meet us on half way ground. 

“A striker, my friends, is not a role in 
which a@ man likes to appear. The 
word is offensive to the oenbelle and noth- 
ing would induce you to strike except the 
maintenance of your rights and the de- 
fense of your principles.

THEIR “TRIP WAS A GRAND. ONE. 


And They Were Received with Honors 
Everywhere—Groat Credit Due the

At 4:05 o'clock yesterday afternoon

Tobe Hutchinson, an Atlanta Negro, Shoots 
a Fourteen-Year-Old Boy. 


Tobe Hutchinson, an Atlanta negro 
twenty-two years old, found himself in 
the police station rather suddenly yesterday 
afternoon with the grave charge of mur- 
der chalked up opposite his name on the 
big register Dr. F'oute keeps at his hotel. 
And Tobe bids fair to play tue principa! 
role in a neck-stretching done under the 
auspices of the law at Fairburn before 
many moons wave and come again. 

Tobe is a bad negro if reports and charg- 
es against him are true. He has a bad eye 
and a wicked heart s— oes about with 
an imagining chip on his shoulder and a pis- 
tol in his poeket for the Man who thumps 
that chip off. 

Sunday the Atlanta and West Point road 
ran a cheap excursion to Newnan and a 
big crowd of blacks from Atlanta went. 
The Atlanta negroes, naturally very noisy, 
became hilarious befsre nightfall through 
the influence of copious draughts of bad 
liquor they had suvplied themselves with 
the night before. Coming back to Atlanta 
the colored excursionists rode on the little 
traip that runs down to West Point every 
day. known as the cannon ball. 

The train was late an hour when it got 
to Fairburn and the negroes, with their 
boaze, were keeping things lively in their 
section of the train. Just as the train be-. 
gan pulling out of Fairburn one of the 
small boys who had watched the train’s 
arrival, started to walk down beside the 
railroad track to his home. 

The colored youth was Rias Swan, aged 
fourteen, who lived near the dépot. A ne- 
gro on the train, whom four or five eye 
witnesses say was Tobe Hutchinson, saw 
the small boy walking along heside the 
slowly moving train. With an oath and a 
ery of “I'll kill you just to try my gun,” 
the negro whom the eye witnesses was 
Tobe Hutchinson, pulled his pistol and fired 
out of the window at the small negro boy. 

The excursionists who witnessed the shoot- 
ing saw the-boy drop to the ground. but 
the train rushed on and soon the boy was 
aliut out from their vision. They soon for- 
fot the matter and came on to Atlanta. 

‘obe Hutehinson had drop the -occur- 
rance from his memory until yesterday af- 
ternoon Marshal Matthews, of Fairburn, 
s@pped up to him and placed him under 
azrest. 

Hutchinson feigned or felt great surprise, 
and he made a big show of it. He said he 
was not the man who had wged the pistol 
with fatal effect a1 moreover he lIfad-ugzen 
owned a gun; on the other hand there are 
semeral witnesses who were on the train 
and who positively assert that Tébe Hutch- 
inson fired the fot-! shot, for the wounds 
received by the boy, Rias Swan, produced 
his death. : 

Hutchinson was kept a prisoner in the 
city prison until 9 o'clock last night, when 
he was taken to Fairburn. where he is to 
be lodged in jail. Marshal Matthews is 
quite sure that he has the right man and 
thinks a strong case is made out against 
him. If the case is a strong one Tobe’s

Several Cases Heard and Disposed of 
~ ‘Yesterday. 


A RECEIVER APPOINTED BY THE JUDGE. 


Several Damage Claims Filed and Other 
Bills Heard—Clerk Fuller Talks 
About the World’, Fair. 


Quite a number of cases were disposed 
of in the United States circuit court yes- 
terday. 

The Westmoreland case of which, The 
Constitution has previously made mention 
came up in a different shape before the 
court. Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland filed 
a bill yesterday against the American Trust 
and Banking Company, Hugh T. Inman, 
D. W. Rountree, A. E. Buck, United States 
marshal and O. E. Mitchell, United States 
deputy marshal. 

The force of the bill is in resistance and 
restraining the marshal from granting a 
deed for the Westmoreland property recent- 
ly sold at public outcry. | 

It seems that the claim is made that one 
of the terms/of the sale was that the prop- 
erty should have been paid for by 2 0 clock 
that day and the money was not planked 
down. The terms of the sale being thus 
broken the petitioner claims that it is not 
right that the property should be given over 
to the bidders at this late day. : 

Upon the presentation of the bill Judge 
Newman signed an order temporarily re- 
straining the defendants. : 

An interesting claim was filed in the case 
of the Central Trust Company against the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, it be- 
ing a suit for $10,000 damages for Joseph 
T. Holly, filed on the ground of personal 
injury. *
